The Slack In Retail Prices 
T 


HE trouble with the present domestic retail market is vivdly 


brot out by a comparison of wholesale price averages with 
retail price averages. According to figures made public by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, the average cost of living in eight 
"cities in December, 1920. wjis represented by an index number 
of 199.2—that is, it was 9U.2 per cent, above the cost in 1914— 
and the average cost of living in June, 1920, bv an index number 
of 215.1. 


The actual decrease in the outgo of the average family was, 


therefore, 15.9 points, or a little less than 8 per cent. Housing, 
fuel, light, furniture, and household furnishings all increased in 
price. Food and clothing decreased considerably. But the de- 
cline in wholesale price.-, during1 the year has been about 35 per 
cent. 


The slack between wholesale prices and retail prices is not 


correctly indicated by the difference between the two percent- 
ages, since housing,tfuel, and light are not included in the prices 
from which the wholesale index number in this instance was 
compiled. If clothing, food, furniture, and household furnish- 
ings are taken by themselves, the decline in retail costs for the 
average family has been a little less than 10 per cent. 
Or if 


clothing and food are taken by themselves, the decline has been 
less than 14 per cent. 


Obviously retail prices have not yet caught up—or down— 


with wholesale prices. It is obvious, also, that the price cycle 
will not be completed until they have done so. It is perhaps not 
fair to expect merchants and farmers to sell at present prices 
goods hot or produced under previous prices. Some indulgence 
on the part of the buying public is more than desirable. But 
sooner or later the slack must be taken up, and business condi- 
tions will not be entirely sound until it is taken up.

If you would destroy English rule in India, he 
telTs his followers, "you must go to the root—cease to use the 
schools and law courts, refuse to plead, go to jail gladly . . . . 
The western civilization has corrupted you. Cast it out—by 
non-co-operation."'

founded themselves on resignation. 
The people of India will 


not stand up and light. They know they woulfl lose in actual 
encounter. But if they can win by quitting, a large number of 
them are willing to quit—to strike, in fact, against alien cul- 
ture. How widely Mahatma's influence is felt could only be 
guessed. Wedgwood savs vaguelv, "the saint . . . has India 
at his feet." 


This is doubtless an overstatement; yet it remains true 


that Americans underestimate all foreigners—especially those 
at a distance.

In New Tork and Milwaukee some

The housing shortage is responsible 
for high rents, according to landlords 
sad because of the high prices and al- 
leged scacity of building materials, 
many of them, notably in Chicago and 
Boston, predicted rents

come down for five or eight years. 


In New York the courts have aver- 


aged 1,000 rent cases daily since state 
rent laws became effective in October, 
placing upon the landlord the burden 
of proving justification, of any increase ' 
and preventing eviction pending ad- 
jucation.

The two 
combined are well-nigh infallible, save 
in the case of clever counterfeits.

plished -with the numerals, familiarity 
with the portraits, and comparison, 
•will verify the proper denomination of 
the bills.
